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B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


{i)  Public  Health  Staff. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Howell  has  returned  from  service  with  H.M. 
Forces. 

Mr.  D.  S.  Cross  has  been  transferred  from  the  Department. 
A  list  of  Officers  is  set  out  on  the  third  page  of  this  report. 

(ii)  Public  Health  Services. 

(a)  Laboratory  Services . 

Examinations  of  Sputa,  Swabs  and  Blood  are  carried  out 
by  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Bristol  University, 
through  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Bristol  City 
&  Marine  Ambulance  Corps  continue  to  serve  the  district  for 
accidents  and  ordinary  cases.  Their  service  is  efficient  and 
satisfactory  and  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  area.  For 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  the  ambulance  of  the  Mangotsheld 
&  Warmley  Joint  Hospital  Committee  is  also  used. 

(c)  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Clinic  at  Soundwell  Road,  which  is  maintained  by 
the  County  Council  is  available  for  treatment  of  residents  of 
the  Urban  District.  The  Clinic  includes  a  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  where  patients  are  seen  at  the  request  of  Local 
Practitioners.  It  is  also  used  for  treatment  of  eye  defects, 
ear,  nose  and  throat  defects  and  minor  ailments,  dental 
defects  and  orthopaedic  treatment. 

Specialists  in  the  treatment  of  various  conditions  attend 
at  regular  intervals. 

(Hi)  Hospitals. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  accommodated  at 
the  Mangotsheld  Isolation  Hospital  and  Ham  Green  Hospital.

Water  Carriage  system  is  general  throughout  the  district, 
there  only  being  a  few  exceptions  in  outlying  positions. 

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  whole  district  is  covered  by  a  weekly  House  Refuse 
Collection  scheme.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  has 
necessitated  the  provision  of  an  additional  vehicle. 

Salvage. 

There  is  a  regular  system  of  salvage  collection,  and  the 
quantities  collected  compare  favourably  with  adjoining  areas. 
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Pig  Food. 

Pig  Food  Bins  are  provided,  the  contents  being  collected  and 
processed  by  Bristol  Corporation. 

Refuse  Bins. 

All  new  houses  are  being  provided  with  regulation  dustbins 
for  house  refuse  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

It  is  proposed  to  erect  Public  Slipper  and  Swimming  Baths  at 
the  Soundwell  Playing  Fields  for  the  Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield 
Urban  Districts  and  a  Joint  Committee  has  been  formed  for  the 
running  of  this  service. 

The  estimated  cost  is  £150,000  to  include  heating,  purification 
and  accommodation  for  spectators. 

The  Gloucestershire  County  Council  Education  Committee  will 
be  pleased  to  co-operate  and  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  for 
school  children.

E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  keeps  a  register  of  Milk  Producers 
and  Milk  Retailers,  and  he  inspects  dairies  and  shops,  and  takes 
samples  of  milk  for  bacterial  content. 

Bacteriological  Reports  on  School  Milk  supplies  are  regularly 
received  from  the  County  Council. 

Examination  of  Milk  samples  is  now  undertaken  by  the 
Department  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Bristol,  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  County  Council. 
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( b )  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  slaughtering  of  animals  is  still  mainly  carried  out  at  the 
Central  Abattoir,  Bristol,  instead  of  the  private  slaughter  houses 
as  in  pre-war  years.  This  is  necessitated  by  the  Food  Rationing 
Controls  and  is  likely  to  be  permanent. 

Inspections  were  made  of  meat  and  other  foods  and  Certificates 
of  Voluntary  Surrender  or  Condemnation  were  issued  as  required. 

(c)  Adulteration. 

Any  action  taken  under  this  section  is  taken  by  the  Police 
for  the  County  Council. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

Where  necessary  this  is  carried  out  by  the  Department  of 
Preventive  Medicine.

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Conclusion. 

The  District  maintained  its  fairly  high  standard  of  health, 
the  death  rate  comparing  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year. 

There  were  3  cases  of  Polio  Myelitis  and  1  case  of  Polio 
Encephalitis  reported  during  the  last  quarter,  all  A.P.M.  being 
treated  in  Ham  Green  Hospital.  The  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  following  up  of  these  cases  under  the  Orthopaedic 
Scheme. 

The  Parks  and  Playing  Fields  of  the  area  are  of  great  benefit 
in  the  district,  and  fully  enjoyed  by  the  children.  A  Bowling 
Green  has  been  constructed  in  Page  Park  during  the  year,  and 
will  be  ready  for  opening  in  the  1948  season.
